TRAFFIC DEATH 
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Solons Hear Talk 
By Proponent 
Of Fluoridation 

Equal time for a proponent ofj 
fluoridation was given Monday' 
night by Granite City counciJ 
members who last week heard a 
talk by an opponent. Louis Hicks 
of St. Louis. 

The proponent was a Granite 
Cityan, William 'McGee. 3132 
Davis avenue, a chemical engi- 
nety with 15 years experience 
and a student of fluoridation. 

Council members, who follow-: 
ing (he talk last week rejected 
a motion calling for preparation 
of a fluoridation ordinance, took 
no action after McGee's talk 
and went on to other business. 
Last week's defeat of the ordi¬ 
nance preparation motior was 
based on a 6-to-6 tie vote of the 
council and a "no'’ vote by May¬ 
or Davis. I 

Father Of Five | 

McGee stressed he was the: 
father of five children whoi 
would benefit from fluoridationj 
of the city water supply t 
added that as a chemical engi-ji 
neer he knew the amount of I 
fluoride placed in the water sys¬ 
tem could be controlled exten- 
aively. Fluoride at Che rate of 
one part per million parla of 
water is not harmful, but would 
redued tooth decay for children 
and adults alike. He added thati 
mottling of teeth pointed to by 
objectors occurs in only one of 
10 cases and is minute, taking 
an expert to detect. i 

He added the cost is low, less^ 
than 40 cents per person in a 
year's time. "That’s far less than 
the cost of having one tooth 
tilled." 

McGee stressed that fluorida¬ 
tion of public water supplies is 
legal and causes no Interference 
in Industrial operations. Fluori¬ 
dation, he added, has been en¬ 
dorsed by the Trl-Clty Dental 
Society and the Tri-City Medical 
Society. "Those are the people I 
depend on to look after my fam-

Ueclslve Victory At Polls 

"Voters have decisively Indi¬ 
cated they are in favor of fluor¬ 
idation. It won by a larger mar¬ 
gin than many candidates. 

"There’s no reason for Gran¬ 
ite City to drag. This will do so 
much good at so little cost." 

McGee‘was questioned by Al¬ 
derman Rufus LcMaster, who 
said he was being bombarded 
with literature against fluorida¬ 
tion, stating that fluoride was a 
waste and was poisonous. 

The chemical engineer told the 
alderman that fluoride la a 
chemical — sodium fluoride — 
and that if taken in a large 
quantity would be poisonous. He 
said that to be poisoned by 
fluoride in a public water sys¬ 
tem, it would be necessary for a 
person to drink 50 bathtubs of 
watcpMt one time. "You’d drown 
before being poisoned if you did 
that." he said.

To learn from what you 
understand is sttl! something] 
else. But to act on what you' 
am is all that really matters! 
Casstevens doesn't know who 
first wrote those w'ords by which 
he lives and teaches, but he’s] 
convinced that if they can help 
him and those who sit in ' ' 
classes expand the horizons of 
their minds just one little bit, 
they can perhaps some day help 
others look and see and under¬ 
stand and learn, too.

a poor proEram or an inferior 
staff, tf it did not give full value 
to its students, if it did not pro¬ 
duce significant research, if it 
did not stimulate and inspire 
coRununitics to high goals, if it 
did not lead this area to finer 
iittainmenb; if it did not provide 
the kind of intellectual leader¬ 
ship that only a university can 
provide, then it would be a 
questionable investment. 

“I pledge to you in the years 
ahead intellectual integrity, 
soundness of faculty, depth of 
participation, research work and 


Ciclc Change Necessary I 
“Of all the creatures, onlyj 
man has the ability to not only| 
adapt to his .environment but to: 
control it,'build it, change it and 
adjust it. It seems to me that' 
this statement is so appropriate: 
to the meeting this evening and! 
to the service that is recogniaes.j 
“We are recognizing efforts j 
by men to make adjustments aodj 
changes in their community. Man| 
is capable of making the changes:

“There is certainly a parallel 
between the life of a man and a 
university.

“A uniwrsity will never reach 
its fullest service and function 
if it limits itself to teaching stu¬ 
dents and carrying out research. 
It must, particularly if it is a 
stale university, fulfill its re¬ 
sponsibility to service the society 
that supports it. 

“In the planning of a major 
campus of Southern Illinois Uni¬ 
versity in this area, there has 
iieen a central thought of pro- 
jcctitig it into the homes and 
lives of people of this area, so 
that there can be a close rela¬ 
tionship and interest between the 
univci'^iiy and the total popula-

Planned In Madison, Venice 

Expansion of community meeting and rec- 
reation facilities at public housing projects in Madi¬ 
son and Venice should prove valuable to both 
cities. Current plans of the Madison County Hous¬ 
ing Authority indicate that a series of such im¬ 
provements here and in Collinsville and Alton can 
be carried out for about $120,000, to be financed 
from federal funds. 

A new 1370-square'foot structure to serve the 
Lee Wright and Viola Jones homes and expanded 
quarters for the Grenzer and Garesche projects will 
make possible enlarged activity programs for both 
youngsters and the elderly, as well as providing ac¬ 
commodations for a wide variety of meetings and 
gatherings. 


Timing Of Action Will Affect Cost 
Of Creating Horseshoe Lake Park 

If a stale park and game refage is to be 
established at Horseshoe Lake, action must be 
taken before this area’s residential and industrial 
growth endangers the plan by boosting land costs. 
For this reason, state officials and legislatora may 
find it wise to consider approving the $3,504,350 
park proposal despite the current financial squeeze 
at Springfield. 

The state has committed itself to the project 
with a $100,000 grant — one-fourth of an initial 
$400,000 allocation for land acquisition and pre¬ 
liminary engineering surveys. The need has been 
cited by the Horseshoe Lake Area Study Commis¬ 
sion and by Illinois Department of Conservation 
officials. But the park development will remain a 
long way from reality until a substantial appropri¬ 
ation is approved and made available. 

Not only this area but the entire state stands 
to benefit from the improvements that are pro¬ 
posed for over 2000 acres of lake surface and 
more than 3000 acres of land surrounding it. 
illinoil' attractiveness from the standpoints of rec¬ 
reation, wildlife maintenance and natural beauty 
would be greatly enhanced and the expenditure 
would pay ample dividends to the public for many 
years to come.
